ARNOLD CALLS FOR UNION OF ~ 
DEMOCRACIES BACKED BY ARMS POWER 


SONOMA, (2P)—Gen: H. H. (Hap) Arnold, retired chief 
of the army air forces in World War IL. today called for a 
union of democracies strongly backed by air, sea and 
land power to stop communism’s world advance. 

In his weekly column in the Sonoma Index-Tribune, 
the five-star general, now a rancher, said force was the 
only thing the Russians understood and the only method 
open to world democracies to stop communistic aggres- 
sion. 

“History has shown.” he wrote. “that some nations 
were, and still are, like some people: they respect only 
force and power. Russia is just such a nation.” 

At the outset of his column General Arnold wrote: 

“Personally I do not believe war is just around the 
corer, nor do I believe Russia wants war: nor do I be- 
lieve Russia is ready for war. 

“I do believe that Russia will go just as far as she can— 
short of war.”
